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eurrent year shoiiH be laM before them ; 
ind that while those estimates had been 
framed with every attention to economy 
that a regard to the safety and interest of 
jiis majesty's empire would admit ; his ma- 
jesty lamented the pressure of the burthens 
tvhicb the continuance of the war render- 
ed it necessary to lay upon his subjects. 
" His majesty recommends the lords 
and gentlemen to resume tiie conA>ider- 
gtion <M' an increased provision for the 
inferior clergy. The accounts of the trade 
and revenue of the empire are represented 
to beliighly satisfactory. The measures 
adopted by the French government a- 
gaiust these parts of our resources had al- 
together failed of their intended effect 5 
but the enemy continued the contest with 
his usual animosity i and to defeat his 
desigtis a^;ainst his majesty's dominions 
and his allies, the utmost exertions, vigil- 
ance and fortitude, would he. required ; 
for which his majesty reliidon the wisdom 
of his parliament, the valour of his forces, 
and the determination of his people."

To THE MEMBERS OF CONVOCATION, 

Dnring the whole of the present contest, 
the frieniLs of Lord Grcnville have stu.» 
diously abstained from every thing which 
could be thought offensive or disrespectful 
to either of the other candidates. They 
have been led to adopt this conduct, not 
only because it best accorded with Lord 
Grenville's wishes and with their own ft-el- 
IHgsi, but because they were convinced alv 
so, that the honour of the (Juivevsity, 
W'hich is of more importance than the suo.^ 
cess of any candidate especially required 
it. At the same time they are ready to 
pvofpss their belief, tliat, among honour-, 
able men, such conduct gave theqt the 
fairest prospect of success. 

Their leading principle of action hus 
been to appeal individually to the pood 
sense and unbiassed judgments of those 
who may from their education be expected 
to abhor vnlijar calumny, and to be supe^ 
rior to vulgar prejudice.

FiiMD the various fomis which these li- 
bels hare asiomwd and from the industry 
with which they are tipread abro.'id, it may 
be tboogbt by many, wijo are inexperienc- 
ed in such «ays, tiiM tb«y tow (rom the 
aptmtaneoos feeitDg* of nen unconnected, 
and in:lc|H:iideHt of each otbt r. But they 
all bear the same 9lH»p. And thev may 
ilII l>e reterred, as many of them hare been 
a^taaily traceij, to the same source. It 
May be necessaty, for the sake of those 
whose vote is yet niideteraiined, to warn 
them of these practises. Amon^ the sup- 
porters of Lord Ehton, it should seem, by 
their langui'^e, that there are some, who 
are aot fo n>ni>h ncteated by attai'hment 
tu huB, a:>by huttility tol^rd tirenville. 



The tnttliTen which are assii;ned for this 
hnstitity are the same vhich have been of- 
ten anccessfally employed to mislead and 
inflame the populace; but Which, it is 
hoped, will possess but little influence 
with liberal and enlightened minds.— 
There is not an individual in ibe kingdom 
who bas evinced a more nniform and ar- 
dent attachment to the Established Church 
than that nobleman : there is^nnne who bas 
shoirn himself more anxious tu preserve 
its riahts, and to provide for its sccuriiy ;
